OLD SMITHY IS RUN 
BY EIGHTH IN LINE 


Stands Where Ancestor Built 
It 250 Years Ago. 


Essex, Conn.—When John Pratt, 
with his wife and children and his 
household goods, moved to this vil- 
lage in 1678 and set himself up as 
& blacksmith, he scarcely would 
have imagined that 250 years later 
there would still be a blacksmith 
shop In operation on the same spot 
and that the proprietor would be his 
lineal descendant, 


Hundreds of persons stop every 
summer to ask about what is said 
to be the oldest business in the coun- 
try that has always been in the 
hands of one family and to talk to 
James Lord Pratt, the present own- 
er and eighth generation from the 
founder, 

Jim Pratt is not sure how many 
buildings the family has used in 
conducting the smithy business for 
two and a half centuries, The pres- 
ent shop, he knows, was built by 
his grandfather eighty years ago to 
take care of an iron business ex- 
panding with the building of clip- 
per ships on the Connecticut river 
here, 

"I shall have a shop which is 
large and light,"’ said that John 
Pratt. ‘Tt shall have many win- 
dows and large ones, It shall be 
of brick and It shall be large enough 
for four forges."’ 

Such a building was put up, and 
{t is still sound, It had windows 
enough to permit work from day- 
break to dusk. It was large enough 
to hold the year’s supply of iron, 
brought in by boat in the autumn, 
and once it did have four forges, 


One was used for horse and ox 
shoeing, one for wagon repairing 
and two for making tron mast bands 
and other ship fittings. 


Now modern machinery has been 
installed, An electric blower is con- 
cealed in the forge in place of the 
old bellows, and the smith uses a 
power hammer more often than the 
old anvil, 

It {s five or six years since he 
shod his last horse, and it is a quar- 
ter of a century since oxen were 
shod in the shop,

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ABOLISH TAX EXEMPTIONS 

There will be general agree. 
ment, except among those whose 
pocket-books are directly affected, 
With the proposal laid before Con- 
gress by the President that no 
more? Federal bond issues should 
exempt their holders from income 
taxes on the interest which the 
Government pays them, and that 
the rule of exempting state and 
Mederal government salaries from 
mecome taxation should be abol- 
ished, 

Tax exempt bonds were devised 
in World War times to induee peo- 
ple to lend money to the Gov- 
ernment at low rates of interest, 
There seems to be no good reason 
why such an inducement should 
be offered in peace times, 


On the taxation of salaries, 
Constitutional questions are in- 
volved, The Income Tax amend- 


ment to the Constitution authoriz- 
es Congress to tax incomes “from 
whatever source derived,” But for 
more than 1265 years the Supreme 
Court has held that the indepen- 
dent sovereignities of the states 
and the Federal Government are 
inviolate, and that neither may tax 
or interfere with the instrumen- 
tiulities of the other, Under that 
principle the Federal Government 
may not tax the salaries of State 
employees, nor the state which 
Impose income taxes levy such up- 
on Federal salaries, 

This is plainly an inequitable 
exemption of workers in the public 
service, whose incomes generally 
aire higher than those of persons 
Similarly employed in private oe- 
eupations, Federal employees pay 
the Federal income tax, and state 
employees pay their state income 
taxes, if any, But there is no good 
reason why the four or five mil- 
lions on state payrolls should not 
pay the same proportionate Fed- 
eral taxes as those who have no 
political jobs, 

It may take another Constitu 
tional amendment to bring’ if 
about, but the President's propo- 
sal should be put, into effect.

TAG DAY POR 
Most all organizations have what 
is known as tag day, They pin 
lags on you to show that you 
have done a certain thing and some 
of us wear tags all the time to 
indicate that we belleve in certain 
things or that

we belony to some 
organization, I think it is fine for 
us to be tagged for a worthy 
cause, I feel that a farmer should 
have a tag day or a tag week if 
he is to do the right thing in lo- 


eating and transplanting trees, 
Vines, plants and shrubs around 
his place, We cannot wait until 


we are ready to do some moving 
Lefore we select and tag our trees, 
We should have two or more tag 


days in each year, 
should be in the spring while trees 
are in bloom, The second day 
should be during the summer while 
fruit is on the trees, I would sug- 


fest that you secure some ship. 
ping tags and that you use a 
hard pencil to do the writing. 


You should also have a note book 
to be used as & record book. We 
should go into the woods and find 
those trees which we would like 
tO move and we should tag each 
tree, putting the name of the tree 
on the tag as well as the number 
of the page in your note book 
Which tells you where the tree is 
to be found, We should write a 
short sketch in our note book 
which will tell us exactly where 
that tree is located and why we 
selected it. We should seleet and 
tag all the trees and shrubs which 
we wish to move during the win- 
ter months, Then, when winter 
comes you will have no difficulty 
in locating the trees you wish to 
transplant, If we would only use 
such a system for a few years 
we would soon have all the trees 
and shrubs we need and our farm 
would be a beauty spot for the 
county, This work should be very 
enjoyable and the result will be 
“& source of pleasure to you as 
long as you live, If you will show 
me @& farm which is well planned 
and planted in all the desirable 
trees and shrubs I will be gilad 
to show you a farm which is not 
for sale We have the time to 
do this work and since there is no 
cost to it we might have some 
difficulty in explaining just why 
we do not follow this suggestion. 
If you or some of your family had 
done this thing ten years ago your 
farm would be your greatest source 
of pleasure today. If you will do 
this thing now your farm will 
be a joy and a pride to you in a 
few years Please tell me why 
you will not take this suggestion.

WHAT TO TAG—It would be 
pretty hard for any one person to 
hame all the trees, vines .and 
shrubs which he might tag, There 
aire hundreds of them and TI shall 
not try to mention more than a 
fow of the most common, We 
would enjoy having two or three 
trees of every known variety but 
we might not have room for them 
so I suggest that we confine our- 
selves to those trees or shrubs 
which are either ornamental or 
fruit-bearing. The nut family of 
trees is very important and we 
Should have a few trees of every 
known variety of nuts. The old 
hickory nut is not bad to have 
around as it makes a good shade 
and the children like to erack them 
in the fall, The black walnut 
is always desirable and you should 
have a few trees ‘around the place. 
Chestnuts, chinquepanes and Eng- 
lish walnuts are always in demand. 
Of course the pecan tree is the 
most important and we should 
have several trees of the best va- 
rieties, If your place was well 
Supplied with nut trees you would 
really enjoy their presence, What 
we know as fruit trees are al- 
ways welcomed on the farm if 
we will only look after them, 
Apples, peaches, plums, apricots, 
pears and the like are all fine to 


have, In the vine family we should 
have scuppernongs, muscadines 


and grapes of all varieties. And, 
too, we should have berries galore 
around the farm. There should 
be huckleberries, hackberries, blue- 
berries, loganberries, boysonber- 
ries, raspberries and improved 
blackberries, Then, there are such 
things as pomegranates, figs and 
the like. Now is the time to go 
cut and tag all these plants if 
you expect to move them this fall, 
I would suggest that you haye 


os many as three of each variety] 


as some will not bear and others 
will not do well. We must also 
remember that we must have both 
male and female trees in many 
varieties if they are to bear well 
and for this reason it is not wise 
to have only one of any variety. 
We must also be careful about tag- 
ging the exact sprout or tree de- 
sired. If a tree has been budded 
we should not secure sprouts from 
it. Many varieties may be found 
of most all plants and for this 
reason we must be sure that we 
have the one desired, For instance, 
your grapes should be selected so 
your crops will mature over sev- 
eral weeks instead of them all 
maturing at one time. However, 
the most important thing is for 
you to do the tagging as a poor 
tree is better than no tree at all.

LATE 'TOMATOES—T have had 
several requests for instructions as 
to how to go about putting out 
late tomatoes, 1 have given this 
information, but I’m glad to give 
il again as it seems to be in de- 
mand, Select a place where there 
is a deep soil with clay for a 
subsoil, Run your rows Bast and 
West and fertilize just as you do 
your spring tomatoes, You have 
plenty of time to plant seed and 
grow the plants if you do so at 
once, If you wait until the first 
of July I would suggest that you 
use limbs instead of plants, If 
you use limbs I would sugyest 
that you cut off the middle limbs 
and try to get limbs which are 
‘yout one foot long, Put them 
out during wet weather or water 
them every day until you are sure 
they have taken root, If you use 
a& limb that is a foot in length 


Try Cardui. Of course if it doesn't 
help you, see your doctor, 


you should put all of it in the 
ground except enough to show you 
where it is. Be sure to put mud 
on the bottom end of the limb 
regardless of whether it is wet or 
dry when you put them out. You 
must keep the soil stirred around 
the root at all times and must 
keep the grass and weeds out of 
the way. If a tomato vine is not 


worth staking and pruning it is 
not worth having. Be sure to 
stake your vines and to prune 


them twice each week. This will 
require only a very small amount 
of your time, Cut the young to- 
matoes from the vine to suit your 
needs, If you wish to grow large 
tomatoes you should not have more 


than three or four to the vine, I! 


have explained to you my method 
of putting up sun breakers 
I would suggest that you put up 
these shades as soon as your to- 
matoes begin bearing. The hot 
summer sun will blister the fruit. 
By using sun breakers you may 
leave the fruit on the vine until 
it is ripe. Fruit that is not ripen- 
ed on the tree or vine is not as 
good as is that which ripens ac- 
cording to nature. T think there 
is good eating and some money in 
late tomatoes and I have told you 
how to grow them, Will you do 
it or had you rather waste your 
time as you have been doing in 
the past?

His soul was 
about to have put upon its spotless 
sinlessness the stain and dishonor 
of the world’s sins. Little wonder 
that He was “sorrowful even unto 
death’’ (v. 34). It breaks our hearts 
to see His loving heart break! 

Since this was the road the Mas- 
ter trod, should not His servants 
tread it still? Service for Christ may 
call for passing through deep and 
chilling waters, 

Il. Alone with God (vy. 3741). 


Jesus took with Him into the se- 
cluded place in the Garden the three 
who were closest to Him in the cir- 
cle of disciples. He counted on 
their fellowship and sympathy in 
His hour of anguish. Merely to 
have them near Him, to know that 
they were there to watch and pray 
even though they could not share 
His holy burden, was to be a com- 
fort to Him. We try to do as much 
for one another in hours of bereave- 
ment and disappointment, but how 
much greater was the opportunity 
of these three, and how ignomin- 
jously they failed. The spirit was 
willing (v. 38), but the flesh took 
the upper hand, and they slept! He 
was alone with His Father, when He 
prayed that if it were possible the 
hour might pass from Him, but in 
true and beautiful submission said, 
“not what I will, but what thou 
wilt."” 

The follower of Jesus will know 
this experience, too. While he will 
ever find it to be true that there is 
nothing more precious than the 
friends God gives him, he should 
prepare himself to expect the arm 
of flesh to fail him. There is no 
more bitter experience in human 
relationships than to count on those 
who should stand by, come what 
may, and to find that they have 
slept through our hour of soul-strug- 
gle. Here again let us remember 
that Jesus knows all about it, and 
let us, like Him, say to our heaven- 
ly Father, ‘'Thy will be done, even 
in this trying time, and no matter 
what may be the outcome.” 


Ill. Betrayed by a Kiss (vy. 42-

To betray the one who had done 
nothing but good, who had loved 
him and served him even in the 
washing of his feet, this would have 
been far more than one could have 
expected of even the sin-blackened 
heart of a Judas. But he fills the 
measure of his ignominy to over- 
flowing by betraying his Lord with 
the sign of affection—a kiss, 

We know full well that we may 
not stand on the same ground as 
our Lord even here, for, whereas 
He had done nothing to merit be- 
trayal, we at our best are not able 
to stand forth without fault. Never- 
theless, great is the hurt when we 
face the betrayals of life. It may 
be one whom we have befriended, 
who has been the object of our loy- 
ing thought and care, and who in 
the hour when he thinks to gain 
himself some advantage or avenge 
some fancied wrong strikes us in 
the back, even as he smilingly pro- 
fesses to be a friend. Shall we be 
embittered in soul and give like 
for like? God forbid! Let us rather 
say as Jesus did to Judas, “Friend, 
wherefore art thou come?’ (Matt. 
26:50.)
